I met and talked with 
of the ABC groups— of which no 
one man knew more than 10 
others—who plotted te bring about 
the downfall of *‘The Butcher.” I 
visited two basements stacked 
high with boxes of explosives. 

One day I was in the American 
Club when a bomb blew the mail- 
box in front. I saw Machado’s 
police put down a protest parade 
of veterans from the fighting of 
1898. One day, as [ walked by 
the park near the American Fm- 
bassy, a young patriot shot him- 
seif in protest against the dsloodv 
regime. I can yet see his body, 
in the newly cleaned and starched 
white suit, the flambovant flower 
in his- free hand, the deadly 
pistol near the other, his head all 
bloody and messy with brains. A 
.45 Colt will do things to the hu- 
man head. 

I've always liked and respect- 
ed Sumner Welles, though! have 
never talked with him since those 
davs. He was our ambassador 
and did a great job. 

I remember that on the hottest 
of those August days his tall, stiff 
collar never melted: and his im- 
peccable clothes were without 
flaw while the of us swel- 
tered, our shirts wet as wash 
rags, our suits wrinkled and bag- 
gv at the knees. 

Welles got me the interview. 
I went to the ‘‘palace’’ at the ap- 
pointed hour. There were ma- 
chine guns, sandbags and barbed 
wire about it. 

I was taken up to the second 
floor. I waited. Machado came in. 
It was a poor interview. H_ said 
he loved his people. I knew bet- 
ter. He said he was misunder- 
stood. He blamed it all on the 
economic situation. .He was, he 
insisted, a patriot. 

A few days later Batista, 
voung sergeant with a liking for 
chicken fights and a head for 
intrigue, brought off the revo- 
lution. 

I didn’t see the bodies of' the 
hated ones who had done the tor- 
turing and the killing which the 
revolutionists dug up ald pulled 
about the streets, and I missed 
the final night when they sacked 
the palace, rioting and looting.

again. This means unemploymeat for millions 
should the strike be prolonged. 

It goes without saying that the people of 
the United States will be the loser in these 
strikes, regardless of which side wins. 

If the wage increases are granted as rec- 
ommended, we may safely assume that all 
steel prices will go up in proportion. Con- 
sumer goods using steel will be increased 
in price, as will all items going into de- 
fense—at the cost of the taxpaying public. 
Every ton of steel lost to defense and to the 
Civilian economy is costly to the nation. 

Where are we drifting? Why can’t a steel 
strike be averted?

A Great General Pleads 


With His Countrymen 


“It is my considered opinion that UMT 
offers the people of the United States one of 
its best means of avoiding war.”’ 

The words are those of Gen. Omar Brad- 
ley, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
delivered Monday night at Macon. 

In his talk there, the general put the 
responsibilities of America up to the people, 
responsibilities which cannot be met if we 
“tolerate a policy of feast and famine in the 
field of military preparedness.” 

“Many of our people muse about ‘the good 
old days,’” the general said, “days of peace, 
prosperity and personal indulgence. They 
speak longingly of the days of low taxes and 
complain bitterly about today’s tax load. 
They want to ignore world changes. They 
refuse to accept the fact that those ‘good old 
days’ are gone for a long time to come. ... 
We live in a world of international tension, 
tension in the present, tension in the forecast.” 


“The Communist leaders have shown us,” 
General Bradley said, “‘the vast scope of their 
program to destroy us. The cold war, a 
comparatively costless technique for the 
Communists, reveals the long-range nature 
of their attack. Their attempts to whittle 
away at our sound reputation throughout the 
world and at our latent military power are 
painstaking and determined. The more obvi- 
ous Communist aggression—the war by satel- 
lite in Korea—is but one more part of the 
program, long planned and deliberately exe- 
cuted, to discredit us, to destroy us.” 

The general realizes that our survival 
depends on our direct, effective attention “to 
our present position of leadership.” 

“It is my considered opinion that UMT 
offers the people of the United States one 
of its best means of avoiding war,” the gen- 
eral says.

The: Federal High Court 
And the Unit Case 


Again the Supreme Court of the United 
States has refused to act on the appeal test- 
ing the validity of the county unit system. 

And again we say that the nation’s high- 
est tribunal has not ruled on the legality of 
the unit system itself. 

On March 3 the U. S. Supreme Court 
dismissed an appeal from the Georgia Su- 
preme Court in the case of W. M. Cox, the 
plaintiff alleging that the unit system vio- 
lates the Federal Constitution’s guarantee of 
equal protection of the laws. 

The Supreme Court dismissed the case on 
the grounds that it found no substantial 
federal question involved. In its action yes- 
terday the high court merely denied the peti- 
tion for reconsideration. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has not ruled on the validity of the unit sys- 
tem itself. It has ruled only on the validity 
of the appeal.

Deputy State Revenue Com- 


missioner Bill Lester is telling 


legislators, in a letter to all 
members, that the first year of 
the sales tax has produced the 
revenue that was anticipated. 
As a result, the state has re- 
ceived for the first time in its 
history sufficient revenue to ad- 
equately finance the education, 
health and highway programs 
needed, he says. Through im- 
proved administration, the loss 


from taxes that were reduced | 


when the sales tax was imposed 
has not been as great as ex- 
pected. 

Actually, the sales tax pro- 


duced about $85,000,000 from 
April 1, 1951, to April 1, 1952. 
This was more than some ex- 
pected and less than the $100,- 
000,000 which others had pre- 
dicted. 

State leaders had anticipated 
a loss of from $25,000,000 to 
$35,000,000 on the elimination 
of the emergency tax increases 
on cigarettes, beer, wine, liquor, 
gasoline and corporate income 
taxes and the abolition of more 
than 100 “nuisance” fees. For 
the first nine months of the 
present fiscal year, the loss 
isn’t running over $60,000,000. 

The income tax collections in- 
creased from $21,482,431 to $24,- 
662.671. However, the major 
blow of the 20 per cent corpo- 
rate income tax reduction hasn't 
hit yet. 

Gasoline taxes were cut 14 
per cent, but the revenue for 
the past nine months was $40,- 
004,374 as compared with $41,- 
728,484 for the similar period a 
year ago. Liquor taxes were cut 
60 per cent; the revenue was 
$4,937,599 as compared with 
$7,779,989. 

Cigarette taxes were cut 40 
per cent; the revenue was 
$6,612,376 as compared with 
$10,044,422. Wine taxes were 
cut 50 per cent; the revenue 
dropped about the same—from 
$1,030,675 to $504,640. Beer 
taxes were eut, and the revenue 
dropped from $4,707,414 to 
$2,107,273.

Stalin’s Peace Move F™ 
Leaves Capital Cold 4

WASHINGTON, April 7—State department 
officials went over Prime Minister Stalin’s latest 
“neace” moves in a series of meetings Monday | 
but decided they were no more than an interesting change in Krem- 
lin tactics. In the last few weeks, Stalin has offered a policy of 
armed neutrality to a unified Germany, held out to the Western 
Powers the possibility of profitable trade with the Communist 
world, and indicated to the retiring Indian ambassador in Moscow, 
Sir Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan, that a Big Four meeting might be 


usefull.: 

Officials here had these obser- 
vations to make about these de- 
velopments Monday: 

The Soviet Union js still try- 
ing primarily to persuade West- 
ern Germany not to join the de- 
fense of Western Europe. 

It is offering unity, arms, and 
now trade with the whole Com- 
munist world from the Oder- 
Niesse line to the China Sea as 
bait to the West Germans, but 
its objective is still the same: to 
break United States policy of 
bringing West Germany into the 
economic, political, and military 
institutions of the West. 


No switch in Western policy 
can be based on mere paper 
offers or interviews between 
Stalin and the Indian ambas- 
sador in Moscow, or upon let- 
ters from Stalin to American 
newspaper editors. Peace in 
Korea and a Soviet signature 
on a state treaty with Austria 
are still regarded in official 
quarters here as the first test 
of a change in Soviet policy. 


Officials here note, Stalin did 
not ask to see the retiring In- 
dian ambassador to the Krem- 
lin. It was the other way round. 

Finally, before any decision 
can be made here about the 
trend of Soviet policy, the So- 
viet Union’s reply to the latest 
United States - British - French 
note on the future of German 
policy must be received. 

It is recognized in official 
quarters here that the Soviet 
foves of the last few weeks 
have considerable appeal, not 
only in Western Germany, but 
in the rest of industrial Western 
Europe as well. These countries 
are looking for peace. They are 
looking for markets for their 
increasing production. Also they 
are aware that the desire in the 
United States to buy the prod- 
ucts of Western Europe is not 
unlimited. 

Moreover, officials here are 
aware of the fact that constant 
rebuffs in Washington to the re- 
peated Soviet peace offensive 


provide the Communists with 


good ee contribute 


to the arguments of those in 
Western Europe and Asia who 
say the United States is no more 
eager for peace than the Soviet 
Union . 

Nevertheless, the State de- 
partment theme is that policies 
affecting the entire balance of 
power in the world cannot be 
changed merely because of 
pleasant gestures in the Soviet 
press, or siren calls from the 
Kremlin. 

Officials here have 
things firmly’ fixed in 
minds: 

1. Stalin has it in his power 
to produce a peace in Korea 
and end the occupation of 
Austria by the end of the month. 


2. He knows that the way to 
do this is in secret and not 
through public pronouncements, 
designed to furnish grist for his 
propaganda mill, 

3. The Western nations may 
very well have built those areas 
of strength which were designed 
two years ago to induce the 
Kremlin to negotiate peace, but 
if so, let the Kremlin then come 
forward with the kind of offer 
that it knows will be regarded 
as something solid in Washing- 
ton, London and Paris. 

What officials here fear is 
that these attractive sounds out 
of Moscow are designed to pro- 
duce a Big Four: conference 
which would have one immedi- 
ate result, namely, to hold up 
West Germany’s integration into 
the West. 

Accordingly, it is the intention 
of officials here to go along with 
the German policy until some- 
thing really concrete is offered 
in the way of peace in Korea 
and an end of. the occupation in 
Austria. 

This policy has it critics in 
Washington, but not at the top 
of the State department. There, 
the policy is to.allow nothing to 
interfere with Secretary of State 
Acheson’s trip to Europe next 
month to sign the papers ending 
the occupation status of West 
Germany.

MADRID, Spain, April 7—#— 
Spain formally demanded control 
of the police forces in the inter- 
national zone of Tangier Monday. 

The foreign office said identical 
notes were handed to the represent- 
atives of the seven countries other 
than Spain now ruling that- stra- 
tegic North African city. Spain, 
which lies across a narrow channel 
from Tangier, controlled the police 
there until after World War II. 

The communique said _ the

Broad Hips 
May Spoil

Many a girl complains that 
she is a perfect size 12 or 14 
except for the hip measurement. 
She inquires if the tendency to 
take the weight on the hips runs 
in families? 

While fat is not handed along 
like blond hair and blue eyes, 
still we do inherit a certain body 
build and normal variations in 
the way fat is distributed. 

Another frequent query is 
whether hefty hips result from 
sitting or from overeating. It 
isn't the sitting per se that is 
back of the spread. It is rather 
the lack of activity that lets 
muscles go soft. Flabby muscles 
‘‘spread’’ the hips and are also 
more susceptible to fatty de- 
posit. 

SIZE FOURTEEN 

Now back to our model who 
can wear a size 14 beautifu!ly 
except for the hips. If her 
weight is normal, well-designed 
exercise will fix this figure fault. 

And she must exercise to help 
get the fat that pads the hips 
into circulation. While there is 
no guarantee nature will use 
those particular fat cells, exer- 
cise does tone the muscles, and 
well-toned muscles repel fat. 

Here are two. streamliners. 
« . . While you're about it, begin 
with an exercise that also helps 
to straighten the shoulders. 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor with feet propped up on 
low bench or chair seat, arms at 
sides, backs of wrists on floor. 
This position is a rest after a 
day of sitting. 

GIRDLE MUSCLES 

Movement: Precede the exer- 
cise movement by pulling snug- 
ly up-and-in with the girdle mus- 
cles arid press the small of the 
back against the floor. 

Then bring alternate knees 
briskly to chest while circling 
both arms around on floor until 
straight overhead, keeping backs 
of wrists on floor.
